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Preface 


This historical-genealogical treatise does not follow in its plan 
lay-out any standard or stereotyped precedent. It is presented in a { 


devised by the author as seemed best suited for the purpose and the 
terial to be published. 


It does not purport to be complete, exhaustive, or final in its cover 
But it does represent a considerable amount of research and inquiry « 
a period of some twelve years. The purpose has been to establish ir 
authertic way our branch of the Wellborn-Welborn-Wilbourne-Wilt 
lineage from its beginning in America at Old Jamestown, Va., to its P 
mont North Carolina nest, where it remained more or less static from at 
the year 1700, to the Revolutionary War period. Then to pick up the thre 
that moved into South Carolina, and to identify and to correlate the 
ferent families. 


The result of the study has been to show that, of the six or se. 
or perhaps more, of the Wilbourn folk that came into Union County, 8. 
and established families, only the descendents of William Wilbourn 
mained permanently. A compilation of the rosters of his descendents c 
prises the principal part of the geneological part of this book. 


For the reason that the data was at hand we have elected to pres 
the registers of the families of Thomas Wilbourn and Major Elijah \V 
bourn, older brothers of William; and both of whom reared large fami 
in Union County, but all of whom moved elsewhere. 


William Wilburn had four sons who married and reared families: 
fred; Joshua; Ehjah; and Hiram; and five daughters. Effort was m 
to compile registers of the descendents of Alfred, Joshua and Elijah, dc 
to the fifth cr sixth genertaions, but without full success. Only rudiment 
information relative to the five daughters of William was secured. 


A reasonably accurate and complete register of the descendents 
Hiram Wilbourn has been compiled, and is presented herewith. 


It will be noted that our lineage is presented in two parts or ser 
The first five generations, from the original emigrant, John Wellborn.

The American Family Name 
Wellborn-Welborn-Wilburn, Etc. 


A bulletin of the Media Research Corporation, Washington, D. C., 
states that the family name Wellborn-Welborn-Wilbourn-Wilburn, Etc., 
was undoubtedly derived from the English name, which had its origin in 
“dweller at-the well”, or “dweller at the springbrook.” That is, “one born 
at the well”; or perhaps “from the residence of its first bearers at one of 
several places so called”. There were in ancient times, at least three such 
places in old England; and even then the spellings were variant. This 
same bulletin gives some twenty, or more different spellings of the name; 
but Wellborn, Welborn, Wilborn, Wilbourne, Wilburn, are the forms most 
generally used. 


The earliest English record of the name that has been encountered con- 
cerns one, Hugh de Welleburn, who in 1275 was living in the county of 
Lincoln; but there are no records of his descendents. 


Shortly after the year 1300, one. Sir John Welburne, Knight, married 
Dorathie, daughter of the Earl of Lincoln. They had a son Lawrence 
Welburne. Then there is a succession from father to son through seven 
generations, as follows: Henry; Elys; Edward; ‘Thomas; Robert; Rulf or 
Ralph and William. This William married Elizabeth and they had a family 
of five boys and three girls, one of whom was named George. This George 
is mentioned in 1565 as, “Gentleman of Dorset.” At that time the name 
Wellborn, Welborn seems to have been common and widespread. Just 


who was the father of John Wellborn who came to Jamestown, Va., in 1610, 
has not been determined. 


Some six or seven different spellings were encountered in public and 
semi-public records, and sometimes as many as three different spellings in 
the same instrument. This only reflects the low literacy of the recording 
officers. But there was evidently purposful changes in the orthography. In 
general, “Wellborn”, seems to have been the prevailing form down to, and 
including the North Carolina period of residence, although some of the 
families there dropped one “L”, using the form, “Welborn”, 


Then following the Revolutionary War period, and coincident with 
the general transmigration of peoples, there seems to have been a tendency 
on the part of different groups, going into different sections, to choose a 
form of spelling of their own liking. This was especially true of the indi- 
viduals and families that came into South Carolina. Almost without excep- 
tion they adopted the “wil-” first syllable, and the “bourn”, or “bourne”, 
second syllable, both different from the North Carolina spellings. Whether

Shakespeare-—“THE TEMPEST”

The above well known ditty is used to conjure up in the mind the Eliza- 
bethan language and atmosphere in which Shakespeare’s play, “The Temp- 
est,” was created and written. The groundwork for that play was based 
upon the memorable voyage of the ship, Sea-Venture, in which 150 emi- 
grant colonists came to old Jamestown, Va. on May 24, 1610. In that 
company of colonists was John Wellborn, the progenitor of the Wellborn- 


* Welborn, Wilburn folk in America. 


The ill-fated Sea-Venture sailed from Plymouth, England, June 2, 1609, 
in a squadron of seven vessels, carrying all to-gether, over five hundred 
emigrant passengers for the Jamestown settlement. Almost from the be- 
ginning the voyage was ill-omened and unfortunate. A violent storm scat- 
tered and separated the ships of the fleet, some of which never reached their 
destination. The Sea-Venture that had on board Sir George Somers, Ad- 
miral of the expedition; Lieutenant General, Thomas Gates; and Captain 
Newport, far out in the Atlantic, encountered a disasterous hurricane. It 
had been separated from the rest of the fleet, and now, officers, crew mem- 
bers, and passengers, had to fight three days and four nights without rest or 
sleep, pumping and bailing, to save the ship from sinking. 


Finally the vessel was cast upon the rocks of Bermuda island, and 
crushed to pieces. Seemingly, by Providential intervention, all the people 
reached the shore with their lives, but lost practically all their personal 
effects and the ship’s supplies. The island supplied animals, fish, fruits and 
vegetables for food, and a mild climate afforded a fairly comfortable living 
condition. The account of this ship-wreck is impressively similar to that 
of Saint Paul as recorded in the 27th Chapter of Acts. 


The ship-wrecked company, now reduced to a common level, socially 
and economically, remained on Bermuda island for nearly ten months. In the 


-meantime the ship’s carpenters, and all other able-bodied persons who 
’ P 


could help, constructed two crude vessels, partly from material salvaged 
from the Sea-Venture’s wreck, and partly from cedar timbers which they 
felled on the island. One of them was designated “The Patience.” the other 
“The Deliverer”. In these all embarked on May 10, 1610, and arrived at 
Jamestown on the 24th. 
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been established May 13, 1607. It had prospered for about two years, but 
after Captain John Smith was disabled by a powder explosion and had to 
return to England, it fell into quarreling, dissipating and non-provident 
habits. Disease and death had reduced their number to sixty miserable, 
starving individuals. Consequently when the 150 wrecked and impoverished 
passengers of the Sea-Venture arrived in their improvised boats, neither 
the old settlers, nor the new-comers were able to succor the other. 


Faced with these dire circumstances, Admiral Somers decided to em- 
bark both companies, and make his way to Newfoundland, where he hoped 
to contact English fishing vessels that would transport them all back to 
England. 


Again Providence intervened to save the Jamestown colony. Before 
the departing vessels cleared the capes of Chesapeake Bay, they met Lord 
Delaware, Captain General of the Virginia colony, with three ships laden 
with new settlers, and an ample stock of provisions and everything for de- 
fense and the cultivation of crops. By persuasion and authority he turned 
the deserters back, and soon restored order and prosperity to the all-but- 
defunct effort of the English to colonize America. 


But why this recital of well known and well preserved American his- 
tory? Simply this, to picture the conditions under which our ancestor, 
John Wellborn, brought our name and our lineage and established it in 
America. Imagine if you can. his standing with his fellows, some- 
times in water more than waist deep in the ship, pumping and bailing three 
days and four nights without rest or sleep, in efforts to preserve their lives. 
Then think of him toiling with the others for ten months on the uninhabited 
island of Bermuda, under the direst circumstances to preserve their lives 
and porvide a means of escape. 


There were ten, or more, women and some children amongst the Sea- 
Venture passengers. Itis recorded that six persons died on Bermuda island, 
and that there were two marriages. It has not been determined whether 
John Wellborn married before or after coming to Jamestown. It seems 
likely that he must have been married before he came. for the reason that 
he had a Grandson, Captain Thomas Wellborn, born in Virginia in 1640. 
only thirty years after his arrival; and this Thomas was a child of his third 
son, as shown by the lineage chart below. 


I am not prepared to state that there were not other Wellborn emi- 
grants than Ancestor John who came to America; but J can say definitely 
that after several years of. more or less intensive research, and correspon- 
dence with, at least six Welborn or Wilburn Genealogists, I have not dis- 
covered any except those that claim descent from the Jamestown family.

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Thomas Welborn and His Connection With 
The Regulation Movement.in North Carolina 


Not much more romantic and soul-stirring are the adventures of John 
Wellborn I, on the Sea-Venture, and fully as characteristic of the hard 
way in which our America came into being, is the account of Thomas Wel- 
born’s trials and troubles in connection with the Regulator Movement 
in North Carolina, 1768 to 1771. Thomas Welborn, as indicated in the 
above genealogical table, is the 5th generation in our lineage from John 
Wellbora I, the original emigrant. 


He was born in the Deep River section of North Carolina, about 1735; 
settled on Sandy Creek, a tributary of Deep River as early as 1756. This 
location at that time was included in Orange County, N. C.; in 1770 it 
became a part of Guilford County; and in 1779 was included in the present 
Randolph County. He died and his will was proven at May Court, 1778, 
and duly recorded in Guilford County. In his will he listed his eight sons 
and two daughters, three of which were of age, the other seven being min- 
ors. This will is the basis of much historical and genealogical facts con- 
nected with the transmigration of the Welbora-Wilbourne clan from North 
Carolina to South Carolina. 


But before going into that discussion Jet us take a brief look at the 
public life of Thomas Welborn, and his tumultous, and almost tragic con- 
nection with the Regulation Movement. 


To begin with, in 1758, Thomas Welborn was designated as one of 
the Vestrymen in the Parrish of St. George, an office formally under the 
Church of England, of considerable power and influence; but at the time 
of his appointment had lost much of its church significance, and was 
probably comparable to present day County Commissioner. 


It will be recalled that the Regulator Movement in North Carolina, 
1768 to 1771, was in the general period of resistance and rebellion against 
British taxation, and other forms of oppression in the American Colonies, 
and it was, along with the Boston Tea-Party, and other episodes of resis- 
tance against such taxation and oppression, just another symptom of what, 
in a few years, led to the Declaration of Independence and the Revolu- 
tionary War. 


The Regulation Movement, however, was not so much concerned with 
taxation as it was with abuses and corruption of local British officers who 
were guilty of exacting exorbitant fees for recording legal papers, and for 
issuing marriage licenses, and other similar services. The disaffection was 
general and widespread, taking the form of indignation meetings, petitions 
for redress, and later to acts of violence, such as breaking up the offending 
courts, and beating-up Judges and lawyers. 


The first petition to the haughty British Governor, William Tryon, 
was signed August 19, 1768, by James Hunter, Thomas Welborn and 
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Peter Julian, in behalf of the Regulators. The petition set out the causes 
for complaint and offered cooperation in,clearing up the troubles. But 
the Governor looked with scorn on the matter, and said that it was only a 
matter of a lack of loyalty to the King. 


The troubles continued and increased over a period of about three 
years, Other petitions were submitted, the people became incensed, and the 
Governor more irritated. Finally, in the Spring of 1771, the Governor 
raised some thirteen hundred state militia, and marched against the Regu- 
lators, who assembled in a body of two thousand, or more, on Alamance 
creek to contend for their rights. A battle lasting two hours and a half 
was fought on May 16, 1771. This was the battle of Alamance, where 
later a monument was erected; and recently, the State Conservation 
Commission has under consideration the making of the site a State Park. 


By reason of being better armed and organized the Militia defeated 
and scattered the Regulators, six of whom Tryon was able to capture, were 
executed on the spot. Seven others were later apprehended and executed. 
All were disarmed and forced to sign oaths of allegiance to the King. 
Thirty, or more, of the leaders, most of whom had not been apprehended, 
were later tried in the Governor’s Court at Newbern. Amongst these was 
Thomas Welborn, who was found guilty of two charges: “Treason” and 
“Rebellion against the King.” By a special act of the Legislature, which 
was controlled largely by the Governor, all of those so indicted were de- 
clared “out-laws”, and subject to be taken, either “dead or alive”, by any 
loyalist who might presume to do so. 


Although the Regulators were defeated in battle, the cause for which 
they stood, gained strength as the Revolutionary War period approached. 
The now not too popular Governor Tryon, was glad to accept a Royal 
Commission as Governor of the state of New York, and left North Carolina 
in the Summer of 1771. 


Under the new Governor, Josiah Martin, the former Regulators made 
efforts to improve their relations with the new regime. A number of 
petitions of amnesty were submitted. One, bearing date, August 25, 1771, 
and signed by twenty, or more, leading citizens of Orange and Guilford 
counties, including William Welborn, Jr., a nephew of Thomas, was in 
behalf of Thomas Welborn, pleading for his restoration to citizenship, and 
the protection of the Governor. In it he is described as: “A man of justice 
and honest integrity in his dealings and conversation; neither known 
nor suspected to be guilty of fraudulent practices; but contrary wise, up- 
right in his generatiog, and a true loyal tenant, except in the recent 
troubles.” 


Another petition signed by a similar group of citizens of Orange 
and Guilford counties, in behalf of Thomas Welborn, gives an equal- 
ly favorable account of his character and general reputation, and adds 
that: “We have no merit to plead, yet moved with pity when we see a 
poor, morning wife with a large family of small children, with very little 
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to support them ,. We beg you to pardon and restore to the said Thmoas 
Welborn liberty and His Majesty’s protection”, 


The statement about the “morning wife and a large family of small 
children”, accords with the facts set out in Thomas Welborn’s will, which 
he executed only about six years after the date of this petition. In reality 
his ten children, at this time, ranged in age from one year, or less, to 
about seventeen. It is of interest here to note that Thomas himself was 
only about thirty-seven years of age, and that he died at not over forty- 
five. It may be that his strenuous life during the Regulation period, and, 
no doubt, much exposure, impaired his health and shortened his days. 


We come now to consider the pertinent facts in Thomas Welborn’s 
will. First, he provided that Esther or Estie, his wife, should have certain 
specified items, and that as long as she lived and remained a widow, she 
should have possession of the home, plantation, stock and slaves, with 
which to maintain and educate the seven minor children. Then he pro- 
vided specifically for his three children who were of age: John, Ruth, and 
Joshua. Finally he set out that his seven minor children should be provided 
for as each respectively came of age. The widow, Esther or Estie, and the 
oldest son, John, were designtaed and appointed as Executors of the will. 
Here is the list of children as set out by him, presumably in the order of 
ate ages from the oldest to the youngest, and the estimated dates of their 
births :— 


(1) John, born about 1755. 
(2) Ruth, born about 1756, 
(3) Joshua, born about 1757. 
(4) Cealeph or Caleb, 1758. (9) William, about 1766, 

(5) Thomas, born about 1760. (10) Amy or Emy, about 1769. 


A brief history of these ten children of Thomas Welborn will help 
to identify them, and as far as is known, show their genealogical status. 
There is no known definite record to the effect that the seven Wilbourns 
who turned up in South Carolina in the 1780’s and 1790's, were the sons of 
Thomas Welborn of the will referred to above, but there is a preponderence 
of evidence that they were. 


(6) Ephraim, born about 1762. 
(7) Elijah or Elisha, 1763. 
(8) Ezekiel or Zekel, 1764. 


(1) John Welborn. It is well known that this oldest son of Thomas 
remained, married and reared a large and influential family on Sandy Creek 
in Randolph County, N. C, 


(2) Ruth Welbourn. The family of this oldest daughter, if any, has 
not been traced. 


(3) Joshua Wilbourn. This Baptist Preacher first appears as such in 
Union County, S. C., as a minister in the Fairforest Baptist Church on 
Dinings Creek in the year 1795. He is also mentioned in that connection 
in 1803. His wife was Elizabeth whose family name is not known. He 
acquired a tract of land on Brown’s Creek in Union County as early as 
1785, when he was about twenty-eight years old. During the next fifteen 
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or twenty years he owned eight or nine differént tracts of land, including 
two mills, one on Portmans Creek, the other on Pacolet River. From 1799 
to 1807 Joshua Wilbourn appeared as a Juryman in the county courts, a 
dozen or more times. Genealogist, Mrs. Helen Welborn-Steadman of Indi- 
ana states that Joshua Wilbourn moved with his family from South Caro- 
lina to Kentucky, probably about 1820 or 1825, where there are a number 
of his descendents, but mostly of maternal names and not the paternal 
name, Wilbourn. 


- (4) Cealeph or Caleb Welbourn. No recards have been found in 
Union County of this 4th child of Thomas Welborn having acquired land; 
but he does appear in the court records as a defendent in a minor case in 
the October term of court, 1824; and also in the March term, 1825. At this 
time he was about sixty-six years old, 


(5) Thomas Wilbourn. This 5th son of Thomas Welborn, bears the 
name of his father. On March 15, 1793, when he was about thirty-three 
years old, he acquired 364 acres of Jand on Buffalo Creek in Union County 
which he later sold, and purchased two hundred acres on Shoal Creek, 
September 22, 1817. His wife’s name was Sarah. She did not sign deeds 


‘with him after 1796, which seems to indicate that she may haye. 


died. 
Another source of information says that Thoms" wilbouri Married fst 
time;2(Sarah):Clotid;-2nd“time*Mary-CGook. It is believed, with some evi- 
de at he moved with his family, whatever he may have had, té-WilKes 
Gounty:Ga. It seems significant that he named his first child, Esther, in 
likelyhood after her grandmother, Esther, the wife of Thomas Welborn, 
who died and left his will in Guilford County, N. C., 1778. It is also to be 
noted that his 7th child was named Sarah Cloud, after her own mother, 
who, in all probability, died in Union County some time after 1796. 


(6) Ephraim Wilbourn. Listed as the 6th child of Thomas Welborn. 
He purchased three hundred and sixteen acres of land on Buffalo Creek in 
Union County, S. C., from Richardson Rowntree on December 21, 1790, 
when he was about twenty-eight years old. On Nov. 22, 1800, he acquired 
a one half interest in four hundred and fifty acre tract on Shoal Creek. 
His latest transaction of record bears date Oct. 16, 1816, when he sold 
fifty three acres on Buffalo Creek. In the interval 1790 to 1816 he bought 
and sold some four or five different tracts. His wife’s name was Elizabeth; 
but she signed only one of his deeds of conveyance, and that was June 1, 
1800. His name appears as a witness to a number of legal papers in the 
above mentioned interval. He is listed as a juryman in the years 1798, 
1799, 1803, 1806 and 1807. His family, if any has not been traced. 


(7) Elijah or Elisha Wilburn. This 7th child of Thomas Welborn, 
purchased from George Crossley, both of Union Dist., S$. C., on June 26, 
1793, one hundred and fifty acres of land on Buffalo Creek. At this time 
he was about thirty years old and about five years after his marriage to 
Mary Rowntree. On June 10, 1799, he sold three slaves to William Smith 
of York County, S.C. Then on Jan. 9, 1806, he purchased three hundred 
and twenty acres on the southeast side of Fairforest, a branch of Tyger 
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river, at the mouth of Mitchell Creek. Then again on Nov. 14, 1807, he 
acquired three hundred acres on the east side of Fairforest. There are 
several other Jand transactions, including two mortgages on lands to secure 
sums of money due him. His wife was Mary Rowntree, whom he married 
in 1788, when he was about twenty-five years old. It seems likely that 
their marriage took place in Union County. Richardson Rowntree and 
James Rowntree owned land on Buffalo Creek as early as April 3, 1786. 
One, Woodson Rowntree, qualified as Executor of the will of James 
Rowntree in open court, 1798; and William Rowntree appeared in court as 
a juryman in 1802. : 

Major Elijah Wilbourn died in Union County, S. C., 1819, and his 
estate was administered on by his widow, Mary Wilbourn and his son, 
Wililam Rowntree Wilbourn. There is a family tradition to the effect that 
Elijah Wilbourn served as a major in the Revolutionary War; but his 
age does not favor such a possibility, he being not over 18 years old at 
its close in 1781. Nor have any records of such service been discovered. 


(8) Ezekiel or Zekel Wilbourn. This 8th child of Thomas Welborn, 
accquired by state grant, 102 acres of land on Brown’s Creek, Union 
County, S. C., on August 25, 1785, when he was but twenty-one years old. 
This tract he sold to his brother Joshua in 1793, and purchased a tract of 
one hundred and ten acres on Buffalo Creek in 1792, There are several 
other transactions involving his name up to March 13, 1806, when he 
acquired one hundred acres, also on Buffalo Creek. He died early in the 
year 1807. On the first Monday in February, 1807, his wife Margaret, was 
duly qualified as Administrator of his estate, and made bond in amount 
of $500.00, This bond was signed by Elijah and Joshua Wilbourn, her 
brothers-in-law. If there were any children there is nothing of record to 
indicate it. 


(9) William Wilbourn. He was listed as the 9th of the children of 
Thomas Welborn. In so far as the records examined show, William ob- 
tained his first tract of land in Union County, November 21, 1803. It was 
a tract of fifty acres in the vicinity of the present Putnam Baptist Church. 
It joined the lands of Gibbs and Jackson. However, it is quite evident that 
he must have owned two or three tracts earlier than this, for the reason 
that in the period 1804 to 1808, he sold five different tracts, aggregating 
over five hundred acres. These tracts were located on Buffalo Creek, 
Shoal Creek and Sugar Creek. He married Susannah Gibbs on December 
6, 1799, when he was about thirty-three years old. Susannah was a 
daughter of James Gibbs. The fact that William purchased lands joining 
the old Gibbs homeplace may have some significance. 


In order to further identify this William Wilbourn who came to 
South Carolina, it should be said that there were, at least, two other Wil- 
fiam Welborns in the North Carolina area from which he came. ‘There 
was William Welbourn, Sr., and William Welborn, Jr., his son. This 
William, Sr., was the oldest son of Samuel Welborn, born 1733, and there- 
fore the uncle of the South Carolina Wiliam. William, Jr., as previously 
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; signed a petition in the year aehalt o . 
He remained in North Carolina, At the time William, Jr., signed this 


only about five years old, and, of course, living in the family of his 
father, Thomas Welborn. The latter two Williams were, therefore, first 
cousins, There were also some other William Welborns in North Carolina, 
but easily distinguished from the one who came to South Carolina. 


(10) Amy or Emy Welborn. There is no known rceord of this 10th, 
and youngest child of TAomas Welborn, It could be that she was still 
living with her mother, Esther Welborn, at the time of the U. S. Census 
of 1790. Esther reported in this census that there were in her household 
one femaje over sixteen years old, and one male. This latter could have 
been Caleb who had not married. Esther also reported eight Negro 
slaves, which indicates that she was yet operating the plantation left to 
her and the seven minor cihldren as set out in Thomas’ will. 


One other fact, I think, strengthens the tie between Thomas Welborn 
who died in Guilford County in 1778, and the Union County branches of 
the family, is that every generation had one or more boys named Thomas. 
His own Sth child, Thomas, as indicated above, owned land on Buffalo 
Creek as early as 1793, He, in turn, named a son Thomas. Both Alfred 
and Hiram, grandsons of the North Carolina Thomas, named sons after 
their grandfather, 


No records were found in Guilford or Randolph Counties showing that 
the six minor sons of Thomas Welborn disposed of their inheritance. In 
1784, their mother, Esther, obtained a grant for fifty acres of land adjoin- 
ing the home place. This she later sold, both transactions being in her own 
name. 


Then in 1795, Esther Welborn and John Welborn, as Executors of 
Thomas Welborn, conveyed one hundred and fourteen acres on Sandy 
Creek to Adam Bramer. This was evidently the closing of the estate, the 
implication being that the Executors had settled with the seven minor 
children as they became of age, which transactions may not have been 
put to record, 
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Circumstances That May Have Brought The 
Wilbourn Family To South Carolina 


While the Wilbourn people who came to South Carolina were not 
the first to land in Union County, and adjacent areas in the Piedmont, 
they were on the crest of the wave of migration of peoples ever moving 
from the older and thickly settled areas in the North and East, towards the 
thinner settled regions in the South and West. The motivating force was 
a quest for more and better lands, and “elbow room.” Only a small por- 
tion of the Wilbourn folk who settled in Union County in the twenty-year 
period following the Revolutionary War, remained permanently. The 
others rested for a while, increased their progeny and resources, and 
again “rode the wave” further west and south. Pickens and Anderson 
Counties in South Carolina, middle and north Georgia, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Kentucky, Tennessee, Texas and other areas. had lands and the 
“elbow room”, and our Wilburn folk heeded the call. Only the four 
sons of William Wilbourn, Alfred, Joshua, Elijah and Hiram, remained. 
Their descendents became numerous. As far as he has come to my know- 
ledge all the Wilburn folk in Union and adjacent counties, in the past 
sixty or seventy-five years, have been descendents of William. 


But there were some specific reasons and circumstances that brought 
the seven sons of Thomas Welborn, as well as some other of the North 
Carolina Welborns into South Carolina. 


First, that by reason of Thomas Welborn, their father, getting so 
seriously involved in the Regulator movement, he and his family may 
have suffered odium in the eyes of some of the neighboring citizenry; 
and it is natural that they should have some resentment toward such a 
situation, It should be noted that, even after the Revolutionary War, 
Tories and Royal sympathisers were fairly numerous in this, and other 
sections of the state, 


In consideration of all the facts it seems reasonable that as each 
of these sturdy boys came of age, and received his portion of the inheri- 
tance provided by his father, he took-off for a more congenial and less 
crowded invironment. Their father had provided that as each became 
of age, he should be given a horse, bridle and saddle, a good suit of clothes, 
and an amount of money such as the condition of the estate would warrant 


at the time. 


Second: Geographically it was easy for one to travel from the area 
sn North Carolina where the Welborns had lived for some seventy-five 
years, into the Piedmont of South Carolina. The “Indian Trading Path” 
passed through the Sandy Creek. and Abbott’s Creek areas, on both of 
which several Welborn families owned lands and lived. This trading path 
had been used for fifty or more years by the Virginia traders in their 
traffic with the Catawba, Cherokee, and other southern Indian tribes; 
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and before the coming of the whites, it had been an Indian warrior’s trail, 
for perhaps hundreds of years. : 


In the thirty-year period prior to the Revolutionary War, pack-trains 
of twenty to sixty horses, probably made annual trips along this wilderness 
road. And when settlers began to move south, it was along this Trading 
Path that they came. The parents of Daniel Boone, the Gists ,the Walkers 
and many other prominent families moved south and settled on, or near 
this path. Dr. Douglas Rights in his “The Trading Path”, states that the 
ancestors of four of the United States presidents, Andrew Jackson, An- 
drew Johnson, James K. Polk, and Herbert Huover, were settlers either 
along the trail or near it, The older settlements in North Carolina, such 
as Charlotte, Salisbury and Hillsboro sprang up along the path. From 
Charlotte branches of the trading path led through York and Spartanburg 
Counties into, and through South Carolina. 


__ What would be more natural and reasonable than for a young, am- 
bitious Wilbourn, perhaps accompanied by some of his friends, to mount 
his horse, with four or five days supply of rations in his saddle bags, and 
a few coins-of-the-realm jingling in his pockets, and setting out in quest of 
fresher and better lands and “elbow room”, and a freedom from such 
obnoxious laws. oppression, and uncertainues as had been their lot for 
twenty or thirty years in the old settlement of North Carolina. The dis- 
tance was about one hundred and fifty miles. 


A third, and perhaps the most likely reason that brought the sons 
of Thomas Welborn, as well as other new comers, into Union County, was 
grounded in religion and church interests. It is recorded in church history 
that by reason of obnoxious English laws and corrupt officials. the Es- 
tablished Church of England lost its influence among the freedom-loving 
citizenry of the Deep River area in North Carolina, as well as in other 
sections. Baptists, Scotch Presbyterians. Moravian Brethern and the 
Quakers early gained favor in this area. 


Reverend Shubel Starnes had established a Baptist church on Sandy 
Creek in 1755. As indicated above, Thomas Welborn lived on that creek 
as early as 1756. The Shubel Starnes Church is still standing, and is not 
far from the site of the old Welborn home. 


A Baptist Minister, by name, Phillip Mulkey. who had been an ad- 
herent of the Established Church of England, was converted and became a 
member of Starnes’ church in 1756, and was ordained in it as a Minister 
of the Gospel in October of the next year. 


In 1759, Phillip Mulkey and his wife accompanied by Stephen How 
and his wife; Joseph Breed and his wife; Obediah Moward ee his wate 
Benjamine Gist and his wife; Charles Thompson; Thomas Thompson; and 
Rachael Collins, all members of the Shubel Starnes Church on Sandy 
Creek, moved in a body to South Carolina, and settled in York Countv 
beside Broad River, where they established themselves into a new church. 
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Here they remained leés than three years, when they moved some twenty 
miles further southwest, and took up lands on Fairforest Creek, Dinings 
Creek, Buffalo Creek, Sugar Creek, and Shoaly Creek, and on Tyger River. 
On December 13, 1762, they renewed their church organization, and 
named it Fairforest, The location was on Dinings Creek. It is of interest 
here to note that this was the first Baptist church established in the up- 
country of South Carolina. It fostered a number of branch churches, and 
became well known as the “Mother Church” of the Baptists in upper 
Carolina. 


No doubt Thomas Welborn and his family were well acquainted with 
the individuals who came with Phillip Mulkey to South Carolina. It is 
not hard to imagine that as favorable reports from the new settlers in 
Union County, were carried back to North Carolina, others were influenced 
to come. As previously set out the seven sons of Thomas Welborn did 
come, and took up lands on the same streams and localities where the 
others had settled. 


Tt is not here claimed that the Wilbourn folk who came to Union 
County were notable as church people. On the contrary, it may be said, 
that, judging from certain court records dating around 1800, and family 
traditions, some of them, at least, were a more or less turbulent lot. 
But even so, Rev. Joshua Wilbourn was a notable and influential minister 
of the Gospel, as he was also a prosperous business man. It is believed, 
with some evidence, that he commuted between the old Welborn nest in 
North Carolina and the new settlement in South Carolina, preaching as he 
traveled, and bearing the “news” between the two communities. 


I think it also may be said that our ancestor, Thomas Welborn, the 
father of most, if not all these that came to South Carolina, was a man of 
staunch Christian character. As already set out, several petitions signed 
in his behalf by his fellow citizens when he was in trouble, describe him 
as just and correct in his character and conduct. In the selection of names 
for his ten children he gave heroic and illustrious Bible names to eight 
of them, which shows, at least a familiarity with the Holy Scriptures. 
in writing his “last will and testament” he portrays his strong religious 
belief and trust in God. After the usual salutation—“IN THE NAME OF 
GOD, AMEN!” he says:——“I, Thomas Welborn of Guilford County, & 
Province of North Carolina, being sick and in a low state of health, tho of 
perfect mind & memory, thanks be to God, but calling to mind the mortality 
of my body, and that it is appointed to all men once to die: Do make, 
constitute, & confirm this my last Will & Testament, whereby Revoking 
& disanuling all other Wills & Testaments by me made, declaring this only 
to be my last Will & Testament, & in the first place, ] recommended my soul 
to God who gave it, and my body to be buried in a Decent Christian 
Manner, at ye discression of my Executors, nothing doubting but I shall 
receive ye same again by the Mighty Power of God, and as touching such 
worldly goods as it has pleased God to bless me with in this life, I dispose 
thereof in the following manner:” Etc. 
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This account would not be complete without some mention of the 
virile blood streams that have come into our families down through the 
generations by reason of inter-marriages. After all, every one of us are 
only one-half Wilburn, and one-half somebody else. Some of the earlier 
families with whom our folk inter-married were: Rowntree, Gibbs, Robin- 
son, Pruitt, Sparks, Norman, Martin, and many others. Most of these 
families, like the Wilburns, had settled during the colonial period of 
American history, in Old Virginia; and, no doubt, trekked along the same 
Trading Path into South Carolina. Indeed, it is quite probable, and some 


records seem to indicate as much, that some of the intrepid young swains- 


of the Wilbourn Clan went back to the old settlements to get their brides.

THE WILL OF THOMAS WELBORN 


The will of Thomas Welborn, seemingly written by his own hand, 
is couched in the old form of language, using “ye” for the; “youse” for 
use; and in most cases, “&” for the word, “and”. The spelling of the 
names of his children is also of interest: “Cealeph” for Caleb; in one in- 
stance the name, Joshua, is written “Johua”; his 7th child is Elijah or 
“Elisha”; Ezekiel in one instance is shortened to “Zekel”; his youngest 
child, a daughter, is Amy or “Emy”.

nothing.” He was 4 good, and well informed for his time, conversationalist. 
His neighbors frequently sought his advice on their problems. All the 
time that I knew him he was a bent, stooping figure; frequently walk~- 
ing with his hands clasped behind his back. His weight was probably 
less than 140 pounds. 


I think it may be said that Grandfather was not only a horse trader, 
horse-fancier and horse trainer; but a horse-lover. I recall quite vividly 
seeing his “hobble harness” hanging in what he called “the saddle-room”. 
Hobbles, or hobble harness were used to train a horse to “pace”, that 
is move his legs in lateral pairs. This was a smooth, easy riding-gait. 


Grandfather believed in five-gaited horses, and so trained them. 
“Single-footing” is a fast and comparatively rough riding-gait. On one 
occasion, and it must have been after he was well past 80 years old, 
Grandfather was “single-footing” his horse, “Old Roan’, a very large, long- 
legged mount, back and forth, about a quarter mile, in the road in front 
of his home. I never have seen a more graceful equestrian figure! He 
fiterally moved with the horse. His bent back was erect, he carried his 
weight mainly in the stirrups, and received little of the bobbing impact 
of the animal’s back. A tight rein and an occasional tickling with the spur, 
made “Old Roan” show his mettle, and respond to the wishes of his rider. 


Another incident that remains clearly in my mind was when Grand- 
father showed us how to dance. The young people of the neighborhood 
were having a party in his home. They had played “twistification” and 
“steal-partners” till all were tired, and had seated themselves in a big 
circle around the wide fire-place. I think Grandfather volunteered, but 
some one may have prompted him, to “show us how to dance in the old 
fashioned way.” Without urging he slipped off his shoes and stepped to 
the large, smooth hearth-stone. Again the bent back was erect, he assumed 
a dignified mien, and with high-footed, limber-jointed and graceful move- 
ment proceeded to “pat out a tune with his feet”, and he danced with his 
arms and hands nearly as much as with his feet, all moving in rhythmic 
unison and coordinated effort, entrancing to behold. In spite of his over 
85 years, he showed little sign of fatigue after a performance of several 
minutes. 


Grandfather had the traditional side-board in his sitting room, with 
pewter castor, decanter, and other paraphernalia incident to a smal] supply 
of liquor. He usually took a “little sup” of mornings in the winter months, 
and recommended a “little toddy” for bad-colds. But in this as with his 
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provised press Mad Deen Provided, sf 1OUy Ucavy sever, ariwsrewe oon wm mown 
or notch cut in a tree provided the pressure to squeeze out the juice. 
Grandfather took it as his part of the job’to pour up the juice through a 
tin funnel into earthen jugs as it gushed from the press. One jug seemed 
to take a long time to fill. The boys operating the lever were laughing, 
and Grandfather became suspicious, but kept on pouring. Presently 
when he realized that the jug was running over on the oposite side, and that 
the boys were laughing at “his expense”, he became furious. All he said 
was an emphatic “Humph!!” and strode away with his head in the air, and 
his hands crossed behind his back. 


Hiram Wilburn never made any profession of religious faith until 
a few months prior to his death. During a fervent revival meeting at 
the nearby Padgetts Creek Church, special prayer was offered, and earnest 
effort made to “reach” his partiarch of over 85-years with a living progeny 
of approximately 40 people, At first he was resentful, saying that he did 
not harm or cheat anybody, and was as good as the Church Members. 
Later a committeé of Deacons, headed by Pastor Landrum Ezell, visited 
Grandfather in his home. A fervent and eloquent prayer by Rev. Ezell 
touched the heart of Hiram Wilburn. He confessed his faith, and ex- 
pressed a wish to be baptised and became a member of the church. 


It has been said by some that by reason of his decrepitude he was 
immersed sitting in a chair. My impression is, and I was present at the 
ceremony, that such a method was proposed, but Grandfather declined the 
idea. He posed himself as instructed by the Minister, and with an assistant 
for safety on the other side, was immersed in the usual manner. He after- 
wards testified to a happy and confident conversion. 


Reminiscent of the passing from old, to newer things and ways, was 
Grandfather’s dislike of “saleratus” in his bread. In the old days only 
home-brewed yeast was used in rising bread. Soda, or “saleratus” was 
just coming into use. The old “Arm-and-Hammer’ brand used to bear 
the label, “saleratus or soda”. I recall Grandpa breaking open his biscuit 
and sticking it to his nose, “Humph! it’s got saleratus in it!” He either 
left the table, or continued eating without bread. 


One of his, maybe eccentric, notions was that one should sleep and rest 
with head to the north, feet to the south. His theory was that such a 
position is in harmony with the natural law of earth magnetism, and so 
was conducive to sounder rest and better health. In his final illness when 
he was in a semi-coma, some of the attendants in the family, for conven- 
ience, shifted his couch from its wonted position. On perceiving this he .

I enjoyed your visit to the ibrary. I have done some 
checking and have found some errors in Who Married Whom 
Jones County and Who Married Whom Covington County. 


I checked the census for 1880 and found the enclosed. 
William E. Welborn is in Jones County, MS in 1880 and William 
Welborn is in Covington County. They have different 
children and I feel sure they are different families. The 
William in Covington County is 49 years of age and the William 
E in Jones County is 51 years of age. The William in 
Covington County shows that he was born in Mississippi and the 
one in Jones County shows that he was born in South Carolina. 


After much consideration It looks like (to me) that 
William Welborn age 50 in 1850 in Jones County, MS is the 
father of the William in Covington County in 1880. In 1860 
he is in Jones County with wife Sarah and daughter Sarah A. 
Tt appears that all of his other children have married and left 
home. I believe that the Sarah A. who is 18 in 1860 is the 
Sarah A. who married William Elbert Welborn as his second 
wife in 1867. In 1870 William born 1800 1804 is living with 
William and Sarah (who are in covington county in 1880) 
in Jones County. Apparently his wife Sarah is dead. By 
1880 William and Sarah and children are in Covington 
County. 


I do not believe that William Elber had children other 
than N.M. born 1860, W. S. born 1868, H. F. born 1870, 
Elizabeth born 1873, B. R. born 1875, Wiley W. born 
1877, and R. M. born 1880.

The contract to begin clearing the right: 
of-way for Industrial Highway 63 in Moss 
Point may be let July 1, Philip Watts, 
mayor of Moss Point, said Thursday. 

Speaking before the Moss Point Rotary 
Club, Watts said he had spoken with Sou- 
thern District Highway Commissioner W. 
H. (Shag) Pyron who said current plans 
call for the contract to be let July+1 for 
the clearing of the right-of-way from Call 
Town south. 

The four-lane, limited-access highway, 
which will begin at Industrial Road and 
Highway 90 in Pascagoula, is the first link 
in a proposed north-south corridor even- 
tually scheduled to connect the Gulf Coast 
with Corinth, Miss. 

Watts told the Rotarians that Pyron 
said only seven pieces of property along 
the right-of-way remain to be purchased. 

In other traffic-related matters, Watts 
told the club that in his discussions May 
3 Pyron restated his intention to widen 
and repave old Highway 90 through Moss 
Point to give the city a better east-west 
route. 

Watts also said Pyron told him plans 
to fund I-10 from the Alabama line to the 
Escatawpa River this summer had been 
rejected. 

“But this is like being told no the first 


time,’ Watts said. “We're not going to '

IWF SeCnQIOr 
urges Nixon 
to resign 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Republican 
Sen: Richard Schweiker of Pennsylvania 
today urged President Nixon to resign 
because the Watergate transcripts 
released by Nixon last week “‘reveal a 
total disregard for the moral and ethical 
values upon which this nation was built.”’ 

In a letter addressed to the President, 
Schweiker said, ‘‘I am compelled to speak 
out. J cannot remain silent in the face of 
the now obvious moral corrosion destroy- 
ing and debasing the presidency.” 

Schweiker, who often split with the 
President on issues, said he would not pre- 


" judge Nixon-on-isstes relating to 


impeachment. But he said the edited 
transcripts of presidential Watergate 
conversations released last week ‘will 
inevitably destroy your capacity to lead 
our nation effectively for the remainder 
of your term.” 

Schweiker ended his letter to Nixon say- 


‘ing, “I. am convinced you can best serve 


your country and the presidency by re- 
signing now.” 

The Pennsylvanian's letter to the Presi- 
dent is the latest in growing pressure on 
Nixon, to resign in the 10 days since he 
releaged the transcripts. 

SoQweiker was to read his letter to 
Nixon “and then answer questigns at a 
news conference. 

However, White House spokesman 
Gerald L. Warren said Nixon ‘is deter- 
mined to remain in office despite com- 
ments by some and the attacks by 
others.”’ 


There. is.noquestion.that the 


President's position is continuing to 
deteriorate,"’ said a senior Republican 
senator. Another reported increasing 
cloakroom: talk that Nixon would resign 
if the House votes to impeach him. 


Almost nobody in the House, in private 
conversation, now believes that impeach- 
ment is not a foregone conclusion, said 
Rep. Charles Wilson, D-Tex. 


New pressure for Nixon's resignation 
came Thursday from three top House 
Republicans and several Midwestern 
newspapers on the day the House 
Judiciary Committee formally opened its 
hearings on whether Nixon should Be 


impeached. 


The statements that Nixon should con- 
sider reslgning were made by Reps. John 
J. Rhodes of Arizona, the House GOP 
leader; John B. Andérson of Illinois, 
chairman of the House Republican Con- 
ference, and Barber B. Conable of New. 
York, chairman of the GOP Policy Com- 
mittee. 

Informed sources said, meanwhile, that 
Sen. Richard S. Schweiker, R-Pa., would 
call for Nixon’s resignation at a news con- 
ference today: ~
